The Sultan of Turkey’s Performance 
to Please a Favorite. 


Turkish Correspondence Neue Freie Presse. 

On the 30th of October the population of the 
left bank of the Golden Horn were almost dy- 
ing of thirst. The city aqueduct was dry. The 
water sellers were reaping a harvest; they re- 
ceived three piastres for a pitcher of water 
which at other times sold at onlv ten 
But luckily for the poor, who were 5 to 
purchase the cooling draught, a brisk south 
breeze set in during the evening and brought 
with it a plentiful downpour of rain. The cis- 
terns were filled and believers and unbelievers 
could drink as before. But the aqueduct still 
continned dry. It is an open secret that His 
Majesty, the Sultan, was responsible for 
the consumption of this immense quantity 
of ter. For weeks before it was whispered 
throughout the cafes and bazaars of the city 
that 2 unusual was going on in the 
park of the Yildiz Kiosk. Hundreds of soldiers 
were working day and night behind the great 
stone Walls, but nobody knew at what, All 
that could be gleaned from those who knew 
most was that they were — 4 an enorm 
shapeless pit. When, after the lapse of sev 
weeks this was finished, endless trains of mules 
were seen every night carrying „white 
stones up thegnountain, for the pit to be 
walled and stone-lined. Finally, one evening 
an English steamer cast anchor right in front 
of the Tschiragan Palace, where no pilot dare 
enter without her near the risk of being shot 
by the guards before he could explain his com- 
ing. Great cases and packages were taken 
from the steamer and carried to the Yildiz,and 
immediately the water 2 from the 
aqueduct. The following is the explanation of 
the mystery: Several weeks ago the thought 
came to the mind of His Sublime Majesty to 
construct a great pond, or lake, in the park 
of the palace grounds, in order to be able to 
take his favorite Sultanas out for an ai . 
and a pleasant sail at the same time, in a little 
steam skiff of fairy-like beauty that he had had 
made in England expressly for that purpose.

Public Sentiment Universally Con- 
demns the Numerous Delays in the 
Trial of Murder Cases—The Long 
List of Murderers Now in Jail—A 
Ten-Cent Boom Started to Pay Mr. 
Clover's Fine—What the Citizens 
Have to Say. 


The Clover-Van Wazoner sensation in the 
Criminal Court yesternay, wherein the Circu-t 
Attorney in his argument against grantiog the 
Chinese highbinders a continuance warmly ex- 
pressed himself against the custom which has 
heretofore obtained in criminal proceedings of de- 
laying justice by granting continuances for almost 
irivial reasons, bas directed public attention to the 
subject, and citizens of all classes unite in 
denouncing the system and in en- 
couraging Mr. Clover to pursue the policy 
which he has so earnestiy begun toinsist upon. A 
vlance at the ja.l records will satisfy any reasoning 
human bein: that there are murderers feasting 
there who, but for the law’s tardiness and the ease 
with which continuances have heretofore been 
obtained, would have long ago expiaied their 
crimes on the scaffoli. Continuances are the 
Presidential interferences—the God-sends, that 
crim mals hope and pray for, when they see their 
punishment staring them in the face. Continuances 
give witnesses time to die and furnishes sufficie..t 
time for the public to forget the enormity of tue 
crimes involved. The Jail is fuil 
of men whose lawyers keep them 
in good spirits with continuances, and 
who know that these are the only obstructions 
between themselves and the penalty they must 
eventually pay. 

Cirouit Attorney Clover, speaking on the subjeci 
to-day, said: 

„t has been my earnest desire to so catch up with 
the criminal business at present crowding the 
docxet that I shou.d be able, before next vacation, 
to ha ve on hand not more than two of the murder 
cases at present entered. With regard to the case 
of the Chinese murders, we had prepared tuoroughbly 
ror their trial, had secured interpreters who ought 
to have been satisfactory to all parties, and it was 
only natural that I snould have ply regretted to 
see a coniinuance granted under circumstances. 
The law in this State with regard taQcont:nuances is 
altogether too lenient, and a change which would 
give ti.e prosecution more rights avd deprive the 
defense of many of its privileges would further the 
cause of justice." 

PUBLIO SENTIMENT. 

The general impression seems to de that Circuit 
Attorney Clover was perfectly justified in the po- 
sition he took yesterday in the Crimiaal Court 
when Judge Van Wagouer fined 
bim $50 ‘for contempr. The public 
almost to a man side wia Mr. Clover in asserting 
that coutinuànces in important crimisal cases 
are too easily had, and have become so cheap and 
so common that they rise like m lestones 
along a , murderer's slow progress 
to the gallows The Post-Disparce is 
with Mr. Clover and the citizens who back him in 
hu war against delayed punisoment for murderers 
and others, and suggests a 10-cents Loom for a fund 
with which to pay tue fine imposed by the respect- 
ed but impetuous Criminal Judge.

BLOWN Td PIECES. 
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The Towboat Iron City Wrecked in 
the Allegheny River. 


The Boat Runs Against a Gas Pipe 
and is Completely Demolished by an 
Explosion of Natural Gas—George 
Ashton, the Engineer, Instantly 
Killed—The Injured—A Tame Deer 
ona Rampage. 


PrrrspcrG, PA., December 2.—The towboat Iron 
City was blown to pieces this morning about 2 
o'clock while stuck on the bar at the bead of Herro 
Island, in the Allecheny River. The crew, pumber- 
ing six men, were blown intothe river The en- 
gineer, George Ashton, was instantly killed. Fred 
Jackson was fatally injured and the others serious- 
ly burt. The vessel was burned down to the water's 
edge and is a total loss. About 6 o'clock in the 
evening the Iron City, in running down the river, 
wasswung ontothe bar where she went badiy 
aground just ove. o main pipe of the Philadeiphia 
Gas Company. Al evening and up to the time of 
the explosion, the vessel tried to back off into 
deeper water. Shortly after 2 o'clock a final effort 
was made to get off the bar. The engines were 
forced to their fullest capacity, but the boilers 
could not stand the pressure and collapsed. The

and awoke the upper end of the two cities 
Pieces of the vessel were blown from the 
middie of the river. where the boat 
was grounded tothe Allegheny shore, 500 yards 
away A part of the cabin alighted on the roof of 
Geerd’s tannery, directly opposite, on the Allie- 
gheny side. The water was shallow. and the crew, 
with the exception of Ashton and Jackson. easily 
reached the bar. Witnin a few minates after the ex- 
plosion the rer banks and the island became 
thickly crowded with peopie. Thefew skiffs that 
could be secured were at once filled with eager 
crews of rescuers who hastened to the scene of 
the disaster. The survivors of the crew were taken 
from the bay and removed to the Allegheny shore, 
where all that was possibie was done for their in- 
juries. Their names were: 

Robert . Jackson, fireman, badly bruised and 
scalded. 

Joe Richardson, badly injured. 

Ex-( ounciiman Smith Walkey, severely hurt. 

Billy Weutly. leg broken. 

James Omsler, the owner, is said to be severely 
injured. 

The remains of George Ashton, the engineer, 
were removed to his home. 

Tne Iron City was built here eleven years ago 
and was 185 feet long and 2% feet wide. When 
built she was considered an excellent craft, and 
has continually been engaged in harbor towing.

We 
referred to the Frankie Morris case in Kansas 
the other day, as one in which, after conviction, 

the prisoner had procured a new trial and ob- 

tained a discharge by the simple and obvious 
plan of procuring the disappearance of the 
prosecuting witnesses, there being no law for 
the preservation of testimony from one trial to 
another. Here in St. Louis it is notorious that 
murderers with money and friends can live in 
the Four Courts prison at the expense of the 
public until their cases are forgotten by the 
people, and apparently by the officers of the 
law, or until their death from disease 
or old age relieves the courts of the 
trouble of granting them any more new trials 
or eontinuances. The continuance of the 
cases against the Chinese indicted for the de- 
liberate murder of ong of their countrymen 
starts them fairly in the same old course, The 
Judge who granted the continuance ought to 
know, as the public does from long experience, 
thatthe continuance is sought, not to secure 
the attendance of witnesses for the defense, but 
to prevent the attendance of witnesses for the 
prosecution. Buthe is bound by established 
forms and precedents, and will be powerless to 
prevent the defeat of justice by such methods 
until our laws and rules of criminal procedure 
are reformed so as either to secure speedier 
trials, or to provide for the preservation of 
testimony in cases that may be protracted 
through along course of years and repeated 
trials or mistrials. 


GOVERNOR MARMADUKE is to be credited 
with proper caution this time in dealing with 
the call for militia to suppress the riot at Be- 
vier. He insisted that the county officers 
should first make an earnest effort to put an 
end to the disturbance with the posse comj- 
tatus. It is a pity there is not a militia com- 
pany in every county and especially in every 
town of the size of Macon City in this State, 
subject to the call of the sheriff. But where 
the citizens do not maintain such an organiza- 
tion they should not be permitted to shirk 
altogether the duty they owe to the community 
they live in, and have it imposed on the citi- 
zens of St. Louis and Kansas City. The militia 
organizations of these cities are kept up by 
local liberality and public spirit, without 
pecuniary aid from the State, and, while they 
always obey the call of the Governor with 
alacrity, it is imposing entirely too much on 
them and putting the State to a needless ex- 
pense, to send them for ordinary posse 
comitatus duty to any distant county in which 
a miners’ riot may break out. It is 
both wise and necessary to accustom 
the people of each county to vigorous 
co-operation with their sheriff in the preserva- 
tion of peace and the enforcement of the laws 
for their own protection. To teach them that 
thay can do it, and to require them to do it, is 
to inculcate that wholesome habit of self- 
reliance and public spirit among the people 
without which our system of government 
would be a failure. It is enough that there is 
behind the posse comitatus an effective 
militia, ready and able in case of necessity to 
crush any resistance which the sheriff's posse 
has tried but failed to overcome,

Hunters in Sullivan County, New York, 
Strike a ig Bear Trail.

A Chicken Stealing Conspiracy Unearthed 
—The Bowman Assassination—Notes. 
For several weeks past Dumerous reports of 
chicken-coop robberies have been made at police 
headquarters. The potice tried hard to locate tse 
thieves but were unable to do 80, and t he depreda- 
tions of coops became nightly more numerous. 
Something had to be done, and yesterday Chief 
Halloran detailed officers Daiton and Kinney to 
uud out who the thieves were, for he was of the 
opinion that ali the robberies were committed by 
an organized gang. The officers learned from 
parties living near the Pittsburg railroad track on 
Fourth street that the negro women who lived in a 
shanty back of Hill's lime and cement 
store on Broadway were in the habit 
of sending a number of dressed chickens 


and turkeys over to St. Louis two or three times a 
week, and it was the opinion of those who lived 
near by that the chickens were stolen. The officers 
determined to waich the shanty that night. and 
await developments. About 9 o’clock they observed 
two negroes coming along with sacks on their 
shoulders, and wen they knocked ac the door of 
the shanty for admission the officers came out 
from tneir place of concealment and then 
under arrest. They were taken to the Police 
Station, and sixteen fine hens were found in the 
sacks. Tne men gave their names as Abe Ripley 
and Wm. Kennedy, out refused to tell from whose 
coop tue chickens were sto.ea, It was at first the 
intention of tne police to arrest the coiored wemen 
who lived in the shanty also, but upon further in- 
vestigation they conc: uded not to do . Tue women, 
three in number, say that Ripley and Keunedy 
came to them several wevks ago and told them that 
they were going into the produce and dairy busi- 
ness, and asked them whether they would not clean 
and dress turkeys and chickens for them. The 
women claim that they suspectei nothing wronz, 
and were actualiy of the op nion that Ripey and 
Kennedy had a store uptown. They say that they 
were a reasonaile price for their work, and 
that they received about forty chickens and about 
balf as mau) turxeys and ducks a week. It is sup- 
posed by the police tuat afier R pe and Kenveay 
received the ch.ckens all ready for the markct from 
be women they took them over to St. Louis aud 
offered them for sale. The sixteen chickevs 
now at the poice station are su- 
d to have been stoen the ni kt 
— last, so that anybody whose coop wus raided 
on that night can come and claim then. As for 
Abe and Bill they are likely. to suffer severeiy, for

ROBIO’S BEVOLUTION. 


Diaz’ Father-im Law Scheming for the 
Presidency of Mexico. 

GaLveston, Texas, December 2.—A special from 
Villa Garcia has the following details of the revo- 
lution in Nuevo Leon: The trouble seems to be that 
the people there are dissatisfied with the State 
Government. The State officials deny this and 
openly charge the federal officials with secretly 
fomenting the insurrection for the purpose of 
creating an opportunity for federal interference, 
which would lead to the proclamation of martial 
law aud the appointment of a military Governor. 
This plan bas been pursued in other States. It is 
believed in North Mexico that the prime mover at 
present inthe management of public affairs in the 
Republic of Mexico is Senor Romero Robio, Secte 
tary of State, and father-m-law of President Dias. 
He is regarded as 

THE POWER BEHIND THE THRONE, 
and itis almost conceded in Government circles 
that he will be the Administration candidate fot 
President to succeed Diaz, and his opponent will 
probably be ex-Presiient Gonzales. The federal 
and munie pal administrations of public affairs 
throughout the State of Nuevo Leon have until 
lately been in the hands of the follow- 
ers of Gonzales. Several weeks ago every 
federal official! friendly to Gonzales was dismissed 
and administration men were appointed in their 
stead. Before the adjournment of the Lezislature 
two weeks ago the acting Governor was authorized 
to call on the President for feleral assistance to 
put down the then anticipated revolution. Prest- 
dent Diaz answered this call, promising all the 
federal aid necessary. On the strength of this 
promise the State officials disbanded the State 
forces in the several municipalities. No sooner 
had this been done than the revolutionary chieftain 
caused uprisings in several strongholds and de- 
clared openly against the State Governor. The 
acting Governor immediately demanded federal 
assistance in accordance with the President's 
promise. President Diaz could not constitutionally 
refuse the demand, and accordingly orders were 
issued notifying Governor Zepulveda that General 
Reyis, the commander of the federal forces in 
Monterey, 
WOULD SUSTAIN THE STATE GOVERNMENT. 

Exactly what orders were issued to Genera 
Reyis is not known, but the impression 
prevails that he received official orders 
of one ocbaracter and private instructions 
of another. When the Governor notifled Gen, 
Rey is that the revolutiovists were marching toward 
Monterey from all directions, Reyis declined to 
furnish troops to figat them. The Governor 
abandoned Monterey on Thursday last, and took 
up his headquarters twenty miles south. The 
revolutionists, led by Manuel Rodriquez, reached 
the vicinity of Vila Garcia Sunday afternoon. 
Governor Zepulveda, fearinz: capture, made his 
escape on the approach of Rodriquez and crossed 
over into the State of Coahuila, where he is safe 
for the present. The revolutionists 

ATTACKED THE GOVERNOR'S SMALL FORCES, 

which did not follow him, but moved to Garcia, a 
small town twenty miles away. The Governor's 
forces lost only two killed ana five wounded, while 
the revolutioni«ts, who were successful, lost five 
killed and ten wounded. The State is now without 
a Governor. Further fighting is exprcted almost 
hourly. The inactivity of General Reyis leads to 
the common belief that the federai Government 
will immediately proclaim martial law in Nuevo 
Leon. All indications unmistakabiy poiat to a revo- 
lution of large proportions.
